Russian Report 


St. Petersburg. April .10.—A report 


from Gen. Kuropatkln of today's date 
says the night of April iS-2'J passed 
quietly. Small bodies of 
Japanese 


are moving to the right bank of the 
Yalu. nt the mouth of which steam- 
i:is are arriving. 
No word was re- 


ceived today from Vladivostok. 
but 


news of battle by fleets there Is ex- 
pected montarlly. 


Jap Victory 


Washington. April 30.—The 
state 


department officials have reported to 
the- effect a great battle has 
been 


fought on the Yalu, resulting In a 
complete victory for the Japanese. 


Menace Ports 


St. Petersburg. April 30.—Viceroy 


Alexleff telegraphs under yesterday's 
date that Japanese ships were sight- 
ed six miles off Port Arthur 
last 


night and that yesterday 
morning 


ten Japanese cruisers and six torpedo 
boats were seen In an adjacent bay. 
Viceroy Alexleff later reported that a 
Japanese squadron had been slghtc.l 
off Vladivostok.

from tho Yalu. The passage over the 
river by General Kurolcl's army Is not 
to be expected until the Japanese are 
prepared to strike heavily all along 
their selected lYunt. 


Seventy-Three Drown. 


Toklo, April 30.—As a result of the 


sinking of the Japanese transport Kin 
Shin Marti, which was torpedoed by 
the Russian armored cruiser Rossla. 
seventy-three Japanese were killed or 
drowned. 
The Kin Shin Maru parted 


from the convoy of torpedo-boats In a 
fog and met the Russian (loin. Slio 
was ordered to stop, nnd the Rossla 
steamed alongside, summoned 
her

BUT EARNED A FARM OR 


TWO. 


• Two recent events havQ directed 
popular attrition to the peculiar con- 
ditions of public life at the National 
Capital—the proposition to - Increase 
salaries of officials Initiated by the 
Sentry, and the explosion In conKroBH 
over the report from the Post Olllce 
Department 
which Implicated mem- 
bers In alleged undue attention to thu 
errands'of their constituents. 
The response to the proposition to 


Increase salaries from president down 
through the cabinet anil Inclmllr)? 
senators and representatives has mot 
•with hosltlllt}- from somo quarters.' 
bnt upon thu whole, has been receiv- 
ed with unexpected oxpreHRlo'tiH of 
approval from the great body or the 
public press. The Tact that congress- 
men must legislate to Increase- their 
own salaries. If they are ever-to be 
Increased, makes the position of these 
public servants extremely 
dellcnto 


when such an Issue arises for conoid- 
eratlon. But fair-minded men of all 
conditions In llfo freely admit that 
the . present compensation is Inade- 
quate, and the fact that the Increase 
now proposed does not take effect 
Curing the life of tho present con- 
gress, does' away with tho fatal ob- 
jection which attached to the so-call- 
M "salary grab" of 1873. There are 
Indications that .tho common sense 
of the nation will finally unite In ap- 
proving this reasonable project for a 
proper recognition or Intelligent ser- 
vice to the Republic. 


The aftermath of tho recriminations 


•which followed the • explosion' of the 
postal bomb on the floor of the House 
of Representatives Indicates that the 
Importance of that episode was seri- 
ously exaggerated. In most cases no 
reproach whatever attaches to 
the 


members whose names were mention- 
ed, even on the face of tho depart- 
mental report Itself.- These members 
simply did what their cotiHtltutcnts 
expected them Jto do, what they have 
always been In • tho habit of-doing 
and what It \vas perfectly properVfor 
them to do. They simply calledNit- 
tentlon to the desirability of Increas- 
ed clerical force In a local postofflco, 
leaving the department to decide un- 
der Its own rules, and with a knowl- 
edge of Its own resources, whether 
or not the suggestion could be com- 
plied with. Certainly there was no 
harm In that and no harm can per; 
mancntly be made out of It. 


Thus, the responsibilities of sena- 
tors and congressmen have been call- 
ed to attention In a twofold light. 
But these responsibilities do not by 
any means weigh equally. 
Legisla- 
tion In congress, as 
elsewhere, is 


largely In the hands of so-called lead- 
ers, the .most able and experimented 
members.. Out of the great body of 
representatives, these leaders 
arc 


evolved by time and the development 
of their efficiency. It Is not necessary 
that all should be qualified for leader- 
ship, but conditions should'be such 
that men competent for leadership 
should find Inducement to eater and 
continue. In the public service. 


An Interesting Illustration of the 
uncertainties of public life Is re-called 
to the Sentry .-by some of these oc- 
cur; 3tices. A few years since in a 
northwestern State, > an • ambitious 
young politician secured tho demo- 
cratic nomination for congress In an 
overwhelmingly republican 
district. 


This was at tbe beginning of the 
"Peoples'. Party" 'movement and it oc- 
curred to this nominee that if he 
could get a ticket of that clement In 
the field, it -would, di.iw enough repub-
